TRENCHING. 


Writing on’ this subject in 
irish Times, the Garden 
says :— 

This is of the greatest benefit by working 
the soil to a greater depth than by ordi- 
nary digging provided inert subsoil is not 
brought to the surface. which, with 
spring-sown crops, results in their failure. 
The modus operand: in trenching, 
bastard trenching, or double digging, as 
it is sometimes termed, as against the 
method which brings the subsoil to the 
top, 1s commenced by lining out a two- 
foot wide trench across the plot and re- 
moving a foot depth of soil to the finish. 
ing end. ‘The bottom is then forked up 
to another foot in depth and left in situ, 
on which the top spit from the succeeding 
lined-out trench is placed prior to which 
manure, or weeds, if desired, is sand- 
wiched between.

MANCHESTER MARKETS’

CHRISTMAS SEASON, 


From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 

Business in the provision trade during the 
aust week has been more or less on norma! 
ines, buyers making good depleted stocks as 
required. The fact that Christmas Day and 
Sunday came together this year has, to a 
certain extent, solved a problem for the house- 
wife and spared her the necessity of buying 
in excess of what might be required over the 
holiday period. There is no doubt the poultry 
trade ba benefited in this respect. 

So far as butter is concerned, the Danish 
official guotation has been wired eight kroner 
lower, and “ top ” now stands at 176 kroner 

er 100 kilos; at the corresponding period of 
ast year the figure was kroner, and in 
1931 228 kroner. A quiet consumptive de- 
mand has been experienced during the past 
week. The market closed steady for con- 
tinental makes, with prices lower in accord- 
ance with the official quotation, and Colonials 
were also rather easier in sympathy. 

BACON QUOTAS. 

The bacon market also closed steady, in 
anticipation of reduced continental killings 
during the holidays. No change was re- 
corded in Irish this week. At the weekly 
meeting of the local Bz.con Committee it was 
decided to leave to-day’s (Friday) arrivals 
of Danish lean selectior s ball vavicone ó but stout 
were reduced 2s., an. Dutch Nos, 2 and 3 
selections 5s. per cwt. lower. Swedish prices 
were left open, but Polish was reduced 5s. per 
ewt. According to reports from Denmark, 
after the quota system for the import of 
foreign bacon into Great Britain had taken 
effect, the Danish factories were compelled to 
make arrangements with the pig producers in 
order that their shipments of bacon might 
comply with the British requirements. In 
the two months from November 23rd the 
following countries have to reduce 
their shipments of bacon to Great Britain as 
follows :—Denmark 506,000 cwt., Sweden 
38,600 cwt., 
000 ewt., Lithuanian 45,000 cwt., Esthonia 
7,200 cwt., Latvia 4,000 cwt., and Finland 
4,400 cwt. In Denmark there will be no 
restrictions as to the number of pig-killings. 
Any farmer may rear and slaughter as many 
pigs as he chooses, but the export factories 
will only receive the number of bacon pigs 
that will produce the quantity of bacon that 
can be shipped to Great Britain under the 
present regulation. The surplus number of 
pige will have to ‘be disposed of locally for 
other markets. Eggs generally in very short 
supply, all descriptions of Irish being practi- 
cally off the market. Prices generally ruled 
firm in consequence. — !

‘CHEERFUL CLOSE FOR THE HOLIDAY.

Stock Markets finished up before the Christ- 
mas vacation with a firm tone in most sec- 
tions. Gilt-edged securities quietened down 
considerably, but in the opinion of many this 
group will exhibit a firm tendency for some 
time to come, and in the New Year, when 
monetary conditions are usually very easy, 
there may be a fresh advance, The recovery 
in Home Rails is an encouraging development, 
because this section has been for so long a 
great disappointment to investors. Prices 
are still severely depreciated, but the circum- 
stances induce little new buying because of 
the unsatisfactory showing made by the 
weekly traffics. lí, however, there is any- 
thing in the belief that conditions in the 
heavy industries have improved, or will im- 
prove in the near future, the circumstance 
will be reflected in time in the traffic re- 
veipts, and a series of substantial increases, 
instead of the sorry returns issued throughout 
1932, would make a tremendous difference to 
prices of these stocks 


GERMAN SECURITIES. 


Not the Jeast remarkable feature of recent 
markets is the recovery in German Govern- 
ment and Municipal Bonds. In the majority 
of cases quotations have more than doubled 
since the lowest prices of the year were 
touched, and even now high returns are 
afforded, assuming that the interest is fully 
met. The recovery is mainly based on a 
belief that economic conditions in the coun- 
try have undergone a considerable improve- 
ment in recent months, and this behef is 
rather strengthened by the fact that German 
capitalists have lately hought ‘heir own 
Government and Municipal securities in New 
York and London. The dollar issues were 
particularly depressed in common with prac. 
tically all foreign issues quoted in America. 


THE SCALING DOWN OF 
REPARATIONS. 


In the case of the Government loans the 
improvement started with the agreement 
Lausanne, and became more pronounced 
when other nations agreed that Germany 
should re-enter the Disarmament Conference. 
This particular feature of markets is a re- 
minder of the extent to which matters have 
developed favourably, from Germany’s stand- 
point, since the Armistice. Originally it was 
thought that the country could pay 
£6,600,000,000 in reparations. This amount 
was scaled down to £2,000,000,000 by the 
Dawes scheme, and subsequently the Young 
Pian reduced the figure to £1,600,000,000. 
Finally, Lausanne agreed that the figure 
should be £150,000,000 only, and that pay- 
ment was conditional. Virtually the country 


has been almost completely let off, and may 


row be benefiting from the fact that the 
collapse of the old paper mark practically 
wiped out the internal debt. 


IRON, COAL AND STEEL SHARES. 


It is greatly to be hoped that the recent 
rise in Iron, Coal and Steel shares will be 
justified. by better trae. several cases, 
early dividends cannot be expected hecause 
the financia! position will have to be greatly 
strengthened first. Where there are adequate 
reserves and a satisfactory liquid position, in- 
vestors need not hesitate to effect purchases. 
A notable example of this is represented by 
the Ordinary shares of William Cory and Son.

NO DIAMOND PRODUCTION 
SOUTH AFRICA.

The annual general meeting of the share. 
holders of De Beers Consolidated Mines, 


| Limited, was held at the office of the compan) 


here this morning. 

Sir Ernest Oppenheimer, chairman of the 
company, presided, and, in moving the adop- 
tion of the report and accounts, drew atten 
tion to the fact that all figures contained 
therein were in South African currency, the 
British currency assets having been converted 
into South African currency at the bank 
selling rate on June 30th, 1932—namely, £75 
10s. South African currency, equal to £100 
British currency. There had been no change 
last year in the issued capital, and there stil! 
remained unissied 309,486 Deferred shares o1 
the nominal value of £2 10s. 

The Debenture debt remained the same a: 
last year—namely, £2,414,600, but owing to 
the depreciation of sterling the liability 
dowinctl this year at £1,8235,025, South 
African currency. The appropriation for the 
stablement of the diamond trade remained un 
altered at £4,238,864. 

The company’s reserve and general fund 
stood at £1,361,585, which was £7,104 higher 
than that of the previous year. 

A new item im the credit balances of 
£21,287 had in previous years been included 
in the open account, and had never previous!y 
appeared separately in the balance sheet. This 
amount consists of items in suspense, chiefly 
in connection with the Provident Fund and 
allowances to retired employes. 

Another new item in the exchange suspense 
account. of £192,924 has arisen through the 
depreciation of sterling. It represented the 
credit which had resulted through converting 
into South African currency all British ussets 
and all British liabilities at the rate of ex 
change which ruled at June 50th, 1952. 

Loans from affiliated diamond companies 
amounted to £129,741, which represented 
surplus funds of those companies placed with 
us at call. . 

The company have guaranteed the overdraft 
allowed by the Standard Bank of South 
Africa, Limited, to New Jagersfontein Mining 
and Exploration Company, Limited, up , to 
£100,000, and when thé’ market improved 
sufficiently for the Jagersfontein Company t¢ 
realise its stock of diamonds this liability 
would also disappear. 

On the assets side of the balance sheet the 
item “ property ” stood at £35,565,550, which 
was but a smal] portion of the real value of 
the five mines here and the valuable farms in 
the Union and Rhodesia which were repre- 
sented by this item. 

Investments in diamond mining companies, 
the Diamond Corporation and kindred in- 
terests, stood at £7,298,278, which investments 
for the most part were purchased and held 
solely for the purposes of control, and their 
value to the company could not be judged by 
their market price. 

No dividend was paid on either the Pre- 
ference or Deferred shares, and accordingly 
a balance of £992,982 had been carried to the 
balance sheet. 


MINES CLOSED DOWN. 


Referring to the closing down of operations 
at the company’s mines, the Chairman stated 
that this step naturally entailed considerable 
suffering among both the European and 
native employés, ana was only taken aiter 
most mature consideration. But with a view 
to alleviating distress, the company had con 
itnued to employ as many daily paid men as 
possible on half time, had reduced stand 
rents and the rents on the company’s houses 
by fifty per cent., and had contributed largely 
to the Municipal Council for relief work. It 
had also made up a loss of £15,000 to the 
Prevident Fund on realising their investments, 
thús enabling retrenched men to be paid out 
in fuil 

The company was not the only diamord 
mining company to realise the gravity of the 
position, and the shareholders must have 
welcomed the decision of the Premier '“ Trans- 
vaal"’ Diamond Mining Company, Limited ; 
the New Jagersfontein Mining and Explora- 
tion, Limited; the Consolidated Diamond 
Mines of South-West Africa, Limited, and the 
Cape Coast Exploration, Limited, to cease 
production also during the year under review, 
which meant that, with the exception of the 
State diggings and alluvial production, all 
production, of diamonds in the Union of South 
Africa and South-West Africa nad ceased for 
the time being. 

In no previous year had such stupendous 
efforts been made to put the industry on a 
firm basis, and through the co-operation of 
the conference and outside producers the 
Diamond Corporation was in a position to 
offer goods for sale only as the market re- 
quired them, and steadily to pursue a policy 
of maintaining prices. 

The report and accounts were adopted, and 
the retiring directors and auditors were re- 
elected.

Threepenny Bits. 


Once again the newspapers have drawn 
our attention to the vast number of three- 
penny bits required by Scotland. This 
year, however, England has used a great 
many more than usual, too, Nothing was 
said about Ireland; yet, in the course of 
my Christmas shopping, I received more 
threepenny bits among my change than 
ever .before, especially in a large and 
popular store dear to the heart of children. 
Other shoppers spoke of the same 
prevalence of threepenny bits among the 
larger coins of their own change, and in 
many cases the old struggle between the 
Irish threepenny bit and the English six- 
penee was waged anew. 

Thinking it over, I have come to the 
conclusion that it is the opening of money 
boxes that accounts for the rpate of these 
little coins in Christmas week. Some 
grown-ups make a rule of putting every 
threepenny Lit in a money box, and are 
amazed by the result. Naturally, the 
money boxes are forced at Christmas time 
by their harassed owners; hence the flood 
of small coins. 


Civil Servants’ Reports. 


Supervising officers in Government 
Departments are now, I am told, very 
busy preparing their annual reports on the 
conduct and capacity of the officials under 
their control. These reports are due for 
submission to heads of departments early 
in the New Year. Nowadays annual 
reports are regarded as a matter of para- 
mount importance. As a matter of fact, 
an official’s future career depends to a very 
large extent on the nature of his yearly 
reports. This also applies to the British 
Civil Service, where it is laid down that 
‘the fitness of an officer is indicated not 


by a mere enumeration of the qualities dis- | 


played in the past, but by the extent to 
which he possesses that combination of 
qualities which is requisite for the work 
to be performed in the immediate and more 
distant future.’’ Heads of branches are 
most conscientious in making their reports, 
They do not permit personal prejudices to 
sway them when they are summing up a 
civil servant's official e¢haracter. 


Prognosticalions. 


At this time of the year a great deal of 
painstaking study is bestowed upon a cer- 
tain almanac in the -roadside cottage or 
high on some Irish hillside. Prognostica- 
tions are read conccrning a “ regrettable 
accident to a continental steamer,’’ or 
‘‘ local gyrations of Mother Karth,” while 
cheerier prophecies predict that ‘‘ money 
will gradually soar again,’’ and so on. 
At the end of the sixteenth century people 
began to-rebel against the dire prophecies 
contained in the yearly almanacs, and a 
resolution was passed '' proving it utterly 
unlawful to buye or use these yearly 
prognosticat IOIIS, Une of the most 
famous of these almanacs was called The 
Ravens Almanack, and .its dedication 
seems to point to the fact that its pro- 
phecies were oifered in a spirit of sar- 
casm. ‘‘ To the Lyons of the Wood, to the 
wild Buckes of the terest, to the hartes 
of the field, and to the whole country 
that are brought up wisely, yet prove 
Gulls.” One of the most famous of the 
prophets of that time was Mother Ship- 
ton, who foretold that “ in the year ’66 
London should be in ashes.” 


A Strenuous Christmas. 


Quite a number of my friends are spend- 
ing their Christmas holidays hiking in the 
hills. Several enthusiasts” set out on 


Saturday morning to walk from Rathfarn- 
ham to Glendalough, via Glencree and 
Sally Gap. The thirty odd miles con- 
stitute a fine feat of endurance. Walking 
in winter is, however, very enjoyable, 
and, provided the men are physically fit, 
I see no reason why they should not have 
reached Glendalough in ten hours. Snow 
is the great danger. A heavy snowfall! 
would soon obliterate the military road 
with rather disagreeable consequences. 
My advice to “ hikers’’ is, if there is any 
likelihood of snow, to keep to the low- 
lands of Wicklow. 


Ghe Churkey. 


I am very much interested in hearing 
of a new breed of poultry—the churkey. 
The bird is a cross between a turkey and 
a chicken. Fifty of them have been bred 
with great success; on a Hampshire farm. 
Judged by the photograph of one of hem 
which 1 have seen, the bird looks “quite 


troubled. by the fact that it is a mongrel. 
Tt looks just like what might be expected, 
resembling both a turkey and a chicken, 
but I havé yet to learn whether it 
‘‘oackles’’ or ‘‘gobbles’’; probably its 
voice is a blending of the two. I hope 
that Irish roultry keepers will go in for 
breeding this very interesting bird. 


Native Currency 


There is a rumour that the coming year 
may see a complete change in the Free 
State’s financial system. The British 
guarantee for the Land Bonds ceases after 
this month, and any new issue must be 
backed by Irish securities. That has given 
rise to the persistent rumour that Free 
State exchange may alter to the dollar 
instead of sterling, and the belief that a 
new loan may be shortly floated in the 
United States has given credence in many 
quarters to the suggestion of a new 


currency. 


The Trish Mint. 


Not since the Mint House of James was 
abolished have coins been issued in 
Dublin.. This fine old house in Capel 
street (No. 27) was known as King 
James’s Mint. From this house was 
issued the famous brass money of King 
James II. This place was in the occupa- 
tion of Sir John Knox when James arrived 
in Dublin, and the gentleman, seeing the 
opportunity of increasing his exchequer, 
authorised his Commissioners to offer an 
inducement to the people to exchange the 
gold and silver tokens by giving them 20s. 
and 6d. for every 20s. tendered. The 
material from which these gun money 
oins were struck was largely composed 
of old church bells, kitchen utensils and 
disused cannon, from whence their name. 


William Seizes Mint. 


The quantity of gun-pieces struck was 
enormous. It was declared current <t 
nearly a million. After the Battle of the 
Boyne, William seized the Mint, but it 
was discovered that only £22,000 was left. 
By an Act of William and Mary it was 
considered to be much less. The Mint was 
closed and the place passed into the 
hands of Dr. Thomas Sheridan, the 
father of Richard Brinsley Sheridan, and 
became one of the most famous of the 
Dublin schools of the time. The house 
has a most interesting history ; for Capel 
street was the must aristocratic quarter of 
the City and the link between the North 
and South sides of theaMctropolis.

ACTION IN FILM 
PRODUCTIONS. » 


HOLLYWOOD VERSUS 
ELSTREE, 
| li haiti 
rT os FREEDOM ” is a technical 


term in cinematography which 1s 
rapidly becoming understood by 
filmgoers, most of whom usvally refer to films 
lacking this essential factor as being 
‘cramped,’ a word which expresses just 
what the people feel about a film in which 
the range of photography does not cover the 
range o! action of the film sufficiently, _ 
British films, until recently, suffered notice- 
ably from this defect, due in many cases, 
not so much to the director or cameraman 
lacking initiative, as to the failure of the 
writer or the scenario writer who carried out 
the screen adaptation of the story or play 
to realise the extent of the flexivility of the 
medium through which he is conveying his 
story to the public 


“ON LOCATION,” 

in most plays action is limited to five or 
six scenes im most plays; many have even 
less, and playgoers do not look for any wider 
range of action. Hollywood, however, set 
the example, even before the advent of sound 
films, of covering a great deal of action and 
movement from one scene to another on the 
part of the actors. No expense was spared 
in the preparation of ' sets” or in taking 
whole companies out “on location.’’ ‘The 
majority of the scenarios were original, and 
not adaptations either of stage plays or 
novels, and the American scenario writer 
quickly learned to keep pace with his 
teist and cameraman in rapidity of action 
of characters and change of location. 

Cameramen, too, rivalled each other in seek- 
ing fresh angles from which to take their 
'“shots.” The “pan,” or panoramic view, 
was used to make a quick sweep from one 
person or place to another. - ‘The “iris in” 
or “iris out” was adopted in place of the 
elementary fading in or fading out of a 
picture, and added some touch of novelty to 
the genera] editing of a film. High angle 
‘shots ” with clever ‘‘ trucking "’ movements 
towards the object or person being filmed 
became part of the stock-in-trade of the 
American cameraman. But then he had the 
virtually unlimited financial resources of the 
big film corporations behind him and technical 
staffs to help him to develop his ideas for new 
“ shots ”’ 


BRITISH IMPROVEMENT. 

Cameramen working in British studios 
found themselves facing too very serious 
difficulties, the most important being that of 
finance. Expensive sets were out of the 
question, and travelling long. distances with 
companies going “ on location,’’ just in order 
to make use of some of the more beautiful 
spots in the English countryside to ‘tone 
up ” a film, was out of the question. “ A 
backeloth will do,’> said the directors, ‘‘ How 
terribly * flat’ it looks,’’ said the filmgoers. 

‘The first of the screen adaptations of Ben 
Travers’s farces, which ‘‘starred”’ Ralph 
Lynn and Tom Walls, showed up very clearly 
the failure of the adapter to appreciate the 
wide range of his medium, which resulted 
in the cramped style of the film, and so 
spoilt,.to some extent, the fall enjoyment of 
the picture. The later pictures of these 
inimitable comedians, however, show that 
some improvement has been made, both in 
the licence allowed to cameramen and in the 
better appreciation of the screen by writers. 
This is not a brief for ‘stunt’ photo- 
graphy in films; for nothing is more tiring 
to the cinemagoer than to have to think 
what the cameraman is trying to show them 
—one goes to the films to be instructed and 
amused, not bored by ‘‘trick shots’’ or by 
the lack of “camera freedom.”

“ ALADDIN” AT THE 
GAIETY. 


AN OLD STORY IN A NEW 
SETTING.

There has in recent years been a tendency 
to believe, or. rather to say, that the age oí 
pantomime is over, and in support of that 
statement there were advanced sundry argu- 
ments as to the effects of the “ talkies” and 
revues, and so forth, and the case was made, 
that the children of to-day are already too 
Liasé in matters of entertainment to. respond 
to pantomime productions. When looking at 
the manner in which the audience at the 
opening performance of “Aladdin "’ yesterday 
afternoon at the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, 
responded to the presentation on the stage, 
one wondered whether all this talk of panto- 
mime being dead, or dying, was not after all 
affectation. Certainly the children in the 
audience, and they seemed more numerous 
then ever, showed no signs oí being bored 
with the performance. From the rise of 
the curtain to its final fall they followed with 
rapt attention the story of Aladdin and his 
exciting search for the Wonderful Lamp. 
Most of these youngsters were familiar with 
the old tale from_the Arabian Nights, and 
for that very reason were all the more inclined 
to be critical, but they were immensely pleased 
with the way they now saw the story pre- 
sented by the author, Mr. Charles Ross. Here 
was the very funny. Widow Twankey, with her 
son Aladdin, a regular scamp of a boy, up to 
all sorts of mischief and pranks, bat he was 
really very good at heart and anxious to 
help to get money so that his mother might 
be .able to live in comfort... Then along 
came a mysterious magician, who was able 
to do all sorts of wonderful tricks, and he 
claimed to be Aladdin's Uncle, and wanted 
to take him off to find a wonderful lamp, 
the possession of which would make them all 
rich and powerful. 

Aladdin did not like his new “Nunky ' 
very much, but when one day ha saw and 
spoke to the beautiful Princess he fell: in 
love with her, and as her father would only 
allow her to marry some one with a whole 
lot of riches Aladdin decided to go off with 
Nunky to find the lamp. After a lot of 
amusing adventures they find the Magic 
Cave, in which :: the Wonderful Lamp, and 
Jack descends into the cave, and has more 
wonderful adventures, there meeting all sorts 
of entertaining people and spirits. He gets 
the lamp, sm when he returns home he is 
able at will to summon the Spirit of the 
Lamp to provide him with any and every- 
thing he wishes. He is able to give the 
Emperor a lot of jewels and money to help 
him to pay off debts, and everything is going 
welg with his pee when the Senathie steals 
the lamp and also the Princess, and flies 
with her through the air to Africa. But 
Aladdin, helped by the Geni of the Ring, 
follows, and rescues his Princess. The 
Magicia: is killed, and Aladdin and the 
Princess return home, and are married, and 
live happily ever afterwards. 

The pantomime is - presented in twelve 
scenes, the first half dozen dealing with: 
Aladdin’s early life and adventures up to the 
time of finding the lamp, and the latter half 
dozen to his further adventures. 

The thread of the tale is well maintained, 
diverging here and there to allow the fun 
merchants scope for their activities. First 
of these to appear are ‘‘ The Fooleries,’’ a 
most amusing pair of Chinese policemen, 
who know all sorts of ways of tumbling and 
somersaulting, but never seem anxious to 
arrest any one. They were loudly cheered 
by the youngsters in the audience as they 
turned all sorts of Catherine wheels, and dived 
through hoops, and funny trap-doors. These 
voungsters never saw such funny policemen. 
Then there was the Magician (played b 
Donald Stuart). He was not really a dread. 
fully bad magician at all. He was able to do 
all sorts of sleight-of-hand tricks with a ‘magic 
wand that was able to move by itself, and 
he was able to turn handkerchiefs from one 
colour to another; but. his great trick was 
with strips of paper. He tore them up, in 
front of your very eyes, and then you found 
that by magic he had put all the pieces 
together again. He was ‘'tall as tall,” nearly 
able to stretch up to the top of the stage, 
and was such a great magic-maker that when 
the Widow Twankey and Aladdin rolled him 
through the mangle he came to life again. 
He was really only very bad when he carried 
the Princess off to Africa, and, then, because 
he was so wicked the Princess gave him 
poison to drink, so that she could escape with 
Aladdin. Donald Stuart made great play in 
the part, and was immensely popular with 
the children, and, indeed, a the adult 
portion of the audience, who throughout 
seemed to get endless amusement from the 
performance. 

Mark Daly is an immense success as the 
Widow Twankey. He made a good impres- 
sion at his first entry, and had everybody 
soon singing with him in his number, “Let's 
all sing like the birds.” He was all the time 
pulling out some little turn of speech or 
trick to create a laugh, and had quite estab- 
lished himself before the close. He is going 
to have a very good season. 

Phyllis Monkman was a lively and 
fascinating Aladdin. She made the part live, 
and was not content simply to strut about 
as so often aw gg omg principal boys do. 
Her stage-craft is too strong for that. The 
great feature of her work was her dancing. 
in which she seemed to execute original 
steps at sweet will. A speciality song and 
dance ‘‘Algy’’ was reminiseent of her associa- 
tion with the Co-Optimists. . 

She had a very charming partner as the 
Princess in Bertha Riccardo, who acts very 
naturally and gets through her work well.

WIRELESS TOUR OF THE 
EMPIRE. 


THE KING’S MESSAGE TO 
HIS PEOPLE. 


As thousands of people all over the 
country sat down to their dinners on 
Christmas. Day they started on one of the 
most rapid tours of the world, which 
brought them greetings from many outposts 
of the British Empire. It was the “ tour” 
conducted by the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration to exchange greetings with wireless 
stations throughout the Dominions. 
The first greeting was from Wales, and 
the voice of the Cardiff announcer express- 
ing the old wish of “ A happy Christmas to 
you” was heard over the ether. As he con- 
cluded, the strains of the old Welsh hymn, 
“ Land of Thy Fathers,’ swelled and faced 
as London called Belfast. Northern Ireland 
expressed her good wishes '“ from the | 
counties of Armagh and Down, Antrim and 
Derry, Tyrone and Fermanagh, on this 
sunny day,” fading out with the tune of 
“The Girl I Left Behind Me.” : 
Christmas in. “Edinburgh, a Scottish 
accented voice told the world, was a little 
subdued, for it fell on Sunday, and from the 
capital of Scotland came the music of '' Auld 
Lang Syne.”’ : 
Crossing the Irish Sea again, the Dublin 
announcer sent the greetings of the Irish 
Free State broadcasting service to all the 
world, after describing the empty streets of 
the city and the early morning trek to the 
ehurches. | 
Out on the Atlantic the White Star liner 
Majestic, four’ days out from Southampton, 
exchanged greetings with London, and de- 
scribed how Christmas was being spent on 
board. Farther west Halifax answered the 
eall, and then Montreal, centre of French 
Canada, greeted the world in French and in 
English. In Toronto, on the shores of Lake 
Ontario, people were just breakfasting, said 
the announcer, before switching over fo” 
everyone to hear the roar of the great Falls 
of Niagara, symbol of power. On to Winn 
peg and to Vancouver, where dawn was 
just breaking, before passing over the wide 
Pacific Ocean, across the date line, and into 
the Southern Hemisphere. In Wellington, 
New: Zealand, it was already St. Stephen's 
Day, and, after hearing greetings in Maori 
and English, the world listened to a Christ- 
mas melody on the Anzac War Memoria!

‘Matrimonial Measles’’ would be an 
alternative title for ' The First Year,” which 
is being shown at the Grafton Cinema this 
week. Janet Gaynor and Charles Farrell, 
who are probably the most popular of the 
screen’s lovers, star in this film, and that 
statement is, in itself, sufficient to bring large 
crowds to see the film. 

Whether her fans like it or not Janet 
Gaynor has grown up at last in an old-world 
home in a rather dull village.

Viewed from the Bridge of Athlone the scene 
is one of desolation; the wide expanse of 
water extends for miles, dotted with trees, 
hedges and small islands.

Curley, Archbishop of Baltimore, which is 
situated at Golden Island. Some by-roads 
are impassable, and the flood greatly incon- 
venienced people doing their Christmas 
shopping.

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Year of Progress. 
FE gata 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Monday. 


The Belfast Electricity Station has made 
remarkable developments during the past 
year, and is now the central generating 
station not only for Belfast, but for a con- 
siderable portion of North-East Ulster. 

Since the beginning of the last financial 
vear, Apri] Ist, 1951, there has been a 
decrease in the units sold to shipyards of 
approximately 12 millions. This decrease has 
heen more than made up by an increase of 
125 million anits sold in other directions. A 
considerable proportion of this increase in 
units sold in general supply has occurred 
during the present year. 

_ To give an idea of the classes of supply 
in which these increases have occurred the 
following may be of interest — 

Increase in domestic and general supply, 81 
million units sdld. 

Increase in supply to tramways, 2 million 
units sold. . 

Increase in bulk supply 
activities of the Electricity Board 
Northern. Ireland, 24 million units sold. 

At the present time similar progress is still 
being maintained, and, the rate at which 
applications ‘for supply are being received, 
makes it very difficult for the mains and in- 
stallation departments to cope with the work 
involved, ‘ew consumers are being con- 
nected at the rate of over 4,000 per annum. 


GENERATION. 

The efficiency of generation is still being 
maintained at the harbour power station, 
and it is interesting to note that due to 
recent improvements in the plant a saving 
of nearly £5,000 per annum in coal is being 
effected. 

The plant at the harbour power station 
is being maintained in first class order, and 
the operation is such that the possibility 
of supply discontinuity is very remote, 

The Electricity Department of 
Corporation is now in a very 
condition financially. While the capital 
expenditure during the last few years 
has been heavy, it is very interesting to 
note that the net debt of the undertaking 
is well under sixty per cent. of the. capital 
expenditure. It may be said that this in- 
dicates a very sound financial position, and 
this net debt percentage is lower than most 
city undertakings across the water. It may 
be taken, therefore, that, despite what may 
have been the case some years ago, careful 
conservation of capital spending and a 
roper balance in the use of net profits 
Eitvredi tariff reduction and writing down 
capital, have brought the loan debt of the 
undertaking to below the normal. 


CONTRIBUTION TO RATES. 

It should te mentioned that the Electri- 
city Department gives a contribution to the 
city rates of £11,000 annually. During the 
present year, this was augmented, due to 
special pressing 
of the Rates Fund, by another £11,000. eThe 
Electricity Department, therefore, contr- 
buted £22,000 to the rates of Belfast during 
the year 1932. 

A net surplus of over £50,000 was realised 
as a result of the Electricity Department's 
working for the financial year ended March 
él, 1932. This surplus, together with an 
almost equal contribution from the appro- 
priation reserve,; was used for writing down 
electricity capital. By this tig, Sn a 
number of iona was amortised; and con- 
sumers will,/no doubt, receive the benefit of 
this policy in the near future in reduced 
tariffs. 

The tariffs of the department are among 
the lowest in the British Isles, and there is 
no doubt that, thanks to the policy outlined 
and increased consumption, still lower tariffs 
will operate in the future. 

There are now over 27,000 consumers con- 
nected to the mains, and the total connec- 
tions, excluding tramways, are how over

South Africa’s Crisis. 


Christmas in South Africa has been 
spent in an atmosphere of acute political 
crisis. A special Cabinet meeting was 
held in Pretoria yesterday, when, it seems, 
the matter of the Government’s resigna- 
tion and the dissolution of Parliament was 
discussed ; but after four hours the meet- 
ing adjourned and will be resumed this 
morning. The crisis began some weeks 
ago when Mr. Tielman Roos, formerly one 
of General Hertzog’s staunchest sup- 
porters, and a convinced Nationalist, 
resigned from the Bench of the Appellate 
Division of the South African Supreme 
Court in order to re-enter political life. 
In a letter to the Rand Daily Mail he 


was being ruined by the maintenance of 
the gold standard, and also expressed the 
view that little progress could be made 
in South Africa while a policy of intense 
racialism was being pursued. This state- 
ment was regarded throughout the 
Dominion as a declaration of war against 
General Hertzog, who already had 
announced that he would retire from 
politics after the next general election. It 
is understood that Mr. Tielman Roos will 
lead a revolt of the more moderate 
Nationalists against the Prime Minister, 
and that he already has been in touch 
with General Smuts, Leader of the South 
African Party, with a view to an eventual 
coalition, Several of the most important 
of the Transvaal members of Parliament 
have decided to follow Mr. Tielman Roos, 
whose prestige is very high. The official 
Nationalists have taken fright, and have 


called a special congress of the party in 


the Transvaal for next month. 

Trouble has been brewing in South 
Africa for a long time. General Hertzog’s 
obstinate retention of the gold standard 
has caused much financial loss to the 
Union, especially in the gold mining areas, 
and, whether the next Government is 
formed by Mr. Tielman Roos or by 
General Smuts, the gold standard cer- 
tainly will be abolished. The importance 
which the Government attaches to this 
aspect of its policy is shown by the fact 
that Mr. Postumus, Governor of the South 
African Reserve Bank, was summoned to 
Pretoria yesterday, and that all the bank 
officials who are on leave have been re- 
called. Mr. Tielman Roos is definitely in 
favour of the devaluation of South 
African currency. Already certain mining 
shares have risen sharply on the London 
Stock Exchange; for if the currency 
should be devalorised by, say, 334 per 
cent., the gold producing companies would 
gain very substantially. They would be 
able to sell their gold at the current 
market rate of more than £6 a fine ounce, 
instead of the fixed rate of 84s. at which 
they are forced to sell it at present. 
When Britain abandoned gold it became 
obvious than sooner .or later South 
Africa must follow suit. The gold market 
is linked firmly to London, and General 
Hertzog’s attempts to ignore that fact 
were doomed from the outset to failure. 
General Smuts’s unceasing struggle against 
this policy has found little favour in the 
eyes of South African Nationalists, who 
have insisted that he is “ playing 
England’s game’’; but now that Mr. 
Tielman Roos has taken up the cudgels a 
vastly different condition of affairs has 
been created. 

From the Irish point of view the more 
interesting feature of Mr. Tielman Roos’s 
programme is his campaign against 
racialism. In many ways the political 
problems of the Union of South Africa 
resemble those of the Irish Dominion. 
The uprise of extreme Nationalism 
in both countries has embarrassed the 
minorities, and General Hertzog’s con- 
centration on the Dutch element has 
tended to place the British South Africans 
almost in the position of U/itlanders. 
General Smuts, who has inherited Botha’s 
vision, believes firmly that the future of 
the Union must be moulded by Dutch 
and British hands working together. He 
desires the fullest possible form of 
Dominion ' independence; but recognises 
that, in order to secure the active loyalty 
of the British population, separatism must 
be eschewed. «After the last Imperial Con 
ference General Hertzog seemed to have 
come round also to that view; but his 


If 
Mr. Tielman Roos and General Smuts 
can form a coalition, they will make an 
almost ideal pair, The former is as Dutch 
in his outlook as General Hertzog; but 
he realises the evils of racialism in a 
country where the white man is threatened 
constantly with ultimage extinction.

His bye-law 
represents the first positive and practical 
action against written vulgarity, and, as 
such, we wish it well and shall hope ‘o 
hear more of it. In the meantime, 
imagination toys with the delights of life 
in Santiago, where the prisons, doubtless, 
will be filled with desperadoes who have 
misplaced a comma, or have employed a 
noun as an adjective, and where a false 
apostrophe must be paid for with a smart 
fine, and, perhaps, a hanging participle 
with a hanging. If the experiment 
succeeds, we may expect the example to 
spread, and the Erewhonian vision may 
become true of our own country. We fear 
that in no other way can the well of 
English be kept undefiled. The American 
talking film has been made to bear most 
of the blame for the decay of the 
vernacular, but we are not convinced that 
the charge is just ; for a vigorous language 
should be able to bear the naturalisation 
of a few expressive phrases and yet keep 
its native strength unimpaired. A con- 
tinhal assault upon orthodox grammatical 
usage is another matter. The real enemies 
of the English tongue are those native 
speakers who, in order to exploit their 
wares, misuse it with all the resources of 
a mind trained to catch the attention of 
the unlettered. Nevertheless, while we 
realise the justice of his cause—even while 
we congratulate him upon his recourse to 
a firmness which is the only weapon that 
may prevail in this struggle—we feel pity 
for the Mayor of Santiago de Chile.

Christmas was untrue to the Christmas 
cards. No icicles hung from the walls; 
no mischievous, red-faced urchins pelted 
the unwary passer-by with snowballs from 
the shelter of a wall, and the.owl not 
merely was not a-cold, but probably found 
his feathers something of*a handicap. It 
is time that we should cast away the 
obsolete tradition of a  snow-clad 
Christmas, in company with many more 
admirable traditions which our generation 
has not hesitated to discard. One year in 
every ten, perhaps, finds the ground made 
messy with a few traces of slushy snow ; 
probably—we speak subject to correction 
by the meteorologists, who keep records of 
such things—one year in every fifty brings 
a really lusty fall that whitens the fields, 
creates trouble in the chimneys and pro- 
vides small boys with an opportunity to 
work off the effect of their dinners at the 
expense of their shivering elders. People 
say, indeed, that there never was such a 
thing as the good, old-fashioned Christmas 
—that our traditional conception is only 
the result of an unholy alliance between 
Charles Dickens and the publishers of 
Christmas cards. At all events, the 
evidence goes to show that the tradition 
is, in essentials, a bottomless thing; and 
the experience of this year is the latest 
link in the chain of testimony. Yet, 
while we reject the snow-clad Christmas, 
let us not fly to the opposite extreme and 
try to form theories on the strength of last 
Sunday’s exceptional mildness. Many a 
Whitsuntide has been bleak in comparison 
with the clemency of this Christmas. If 
the children—who may be pardoned a 
hankering after the tradition of the 
Yhristmas cards—were disappointed by 
the absence of snow, their elders, who 
know an east wind when they feel it, 
obtained a pleasant surprise.

SUN HIDDEN BY SMOKE, 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


: BARCELONA, Monday. 

El Siglo, a big departmental store in 
Barcelona, employing about 1,500 ple, 
has been destroyed by fire. The loss is 
estimated at £500,000. One fireman and 
seven other people have been injured. 

The fire started in the toy department, 
and is believed to have been caused by a 
short circuit. So dense were the clouds of 
smoke that poured from the six building» 
facing three streets in the heart oí 
Barcelona that they completely hid the 
sun for hours on end: Huge crowds 
gathered at the scene of the blaze, and 
troops were called out to help the police 
keep order. Airmen fo a cordon 
round the blazing buildings to prevent 
pilferage. Neighbouring houses, banks 
and shops were threatened by the flataes, 
and had to be hastily evacuated.

The firemen were handicapped by being 
unable to find the seat of the outbreak at 
first, and when the water

Pantomimes. 


Central London is provided more fully 
with pantomimes this Christmas than it 
has been for years. ‘The “Sleeping 
Beauty ” at the Lyceum Theatre, “ Dick 
Whittington” at the Hippodrome, 
“ Mother Goose”? at Daly’s Theatre 
and ‘Robinson Crusoe” at the 
Scala Theatre provide a choice 
for the children and the uan- 
sophisticated. Furthermore, old favourites 
like “ Peter Pan” and “ Where the Rain- 
bow Ends,’’ “ Alice in Wonderland ”’ and 
“When Knights Were Bold’ can be 
seen again. ‘‘ Charley’s Aunt ” does not 
appear to be given this Christmas— its 
first absence for many years. 


Traffic Scouts. 


Christmas Day is the one day in the 
whole year when the scouts of the motor- 
ing organisations are got on duty on the 
principal highways and at danger spots all 
over the country. Fortunately, it was known 
that these useful traffic guides would be 
absent, and the motorists who were travel- 
ling exercised unusual care in the foggy 
conditions prevailing. The local police 
were reinforced at the principal cross- 
roads where the scouts generally are sta- 
tioned, The usefulness of the services ren- 
dered by the scouts becomes most marned 
when they are withdrawn. 


Transport in London. 


Some impatience has been shown by 
members of the public lately in regard to 
the number of police employed in duties 
which have only a remote connection with 
the prevention of crime—such as traffic 
control. It is probable that there will be 
a very great change next year, when the 
London Pasenger Transport Bill may come 
into operation. The supervision of trafic 
will pass then from the control of the 
Home Secretary into the hands of the 
Minister of Transport, and the police force 
will be freed from many of the minor 
duties which it is now called upon to 
exercise. This will be only one of the 
great changes which will be caused by the 
bill, and Londoners probably will find that 
in many cases they may have to sacrifice 
individual comfort to the general con- 
venience, since trains and omnibuses will 
not be allowed to run half-filled with 
passengers, 


Potatoes. 


A scheme for dealing with potatoes, 
organised by the National Farmers’ Union, 
is making! good progress. The proposats 
which it contains are very elaborate, and 
are likely to be published some time in the 
early spring. It is said that they include 
the formation of a Potato Board, which 
will deal with the limitation of supplies to 
the markets, so that some measure of con- 
trol may be established. The tubers are 
likely to be graded both as regards quality 
and size, and this innovation is expected 
to increase the demand. It is ratner 
surprising that English people make so 
little use of potatoes, except as a vegetable 
to accompany meat. The making of 
potato cakes and scones, with other 
methods of using this valuable product, 
seem to be unknown to the ordinary house- 
wife, while the old-fashioned practice of 
baking them in their skins seems to have 
gone out with the arrival of the gas ovens. 


Farmers in Conference. 


Mr. G. Howard Ferguson, the Hizh 
Commissioner for Canada, will preside 
over a luncheon of prominent agricul- 
turalists, to be held here on January 19th, 
in connection with the World’s Grain Con- 
ference and Exhibition, which will take 
place at Regina, Canada, in the course of 
the summer. The gathering will be im- 
portant, since it will be attended by re- 
presentatives of most of the British 
agricultural organisations and by repre- 
sentatives of European countries. Mr. 
Walter Elliott, the Minister of Agricul- 
ture, will be the principal guest. 


Women in the Church. 


At St. Peter’s Hall, Oxford, on January 
Oth. 10th and llth, a conference will be 
held on the question whcther Church of 
England deaconesses shall be admitted to 
the priesthood. The conference is beiny 
arranged by the Anglican Group for the 
Ordination of Women, and among the 
speakers will be Canon S. R. Barry, ol 
Balliol College, and Vicar of St. Mary le 
Virgin, Oxford; Canon Guy Rogers, and 
the Principal of Radley Hall. The 
question must be decided finally by the 
Convocations of Canterbury and York, 
though it is possible, according to a motion 
proposed by Lord Hugh Cecil, and passed 
without opposition in the Nationai 
Assembly in November, that the House of 
the Laity will discuss the matter before 
further action is taken. The Lambeth 
Conference of last year made it clear that 
there is a place in the Church for the 
ministry of women. 


‘A Lacrosse Tour. 


Miss Marjorie Lockley will captain a 
team of well-known lacrosse players in an 
annual trip to Ireland on Thursday. The 
team, which is known as the Rovers, will 
play matches against Dublin and Belfast ; 
then it will return to England, to play 
the team of the Liverpool Physical Train- 
ing College.

EMARKABLE scenes of violence were 
witnessed in Kilrush, West Clare, on 
Christmas Eve, when rival labour factions 
took part in a-pitched battle in the streets 
of the town. A number of Guards and 
civilians were injured; a child was shot 
in the right furearm ; two motor cars and 
a motor lorry were wrecked, and three 
houses badly damaged. 

[t appears that the trouble is an after- 
math of the fourteen months’ labour ‘dis- 
pute which was recently settled through 
the intervention of the local clergy and a 
number of prominent business men in the 
town. It will be recalled that the parties 
to. the labour dispute were the dockers’ 
section of the Irish Transport and General 

; Workers’ Union and a number of men 
who had joined what was locally known 
as Butler’s Union. Members of Butler's 
Union ~- unloaded cargo boats for Mr. 
Daniel Ryan, importer, Kilrush, and it 
was in connection with this work that the 
trouble first arose in Kilrush. However, 
this dispute was settled some three or four 
weeks ago, and up to Christmas Eve peace 
reigned in Kilrush. 


RIVAL UNIONS. 


On Christmas Eve smouldering passions, 
inflamed by intoxicating liquor. it is 
stated, led to an outbreak of violence 
which was unprecedented in the history 
of the town. Members of the two unions 
came into conflict in Burton street. They 
were joined by virtually “ every fighting 
man in the town.” who took one side or 
the other. 

Iron bars, sticks, bricks, stones and 
every conceivable sort of weapon were 
used during the battle, which commenced 
soon after seven o'clock and raged unin- 
terruptedly in the Burton street area for 
three hours. 

During the first stages of the engage- 
ment a shot was fired from either a re- 
volver or rifle. The bullet richochetted, it 
is thought, off a “wall “and struck 
a little girl, named Mary Carrig, aged 11 
years, who happened to be in the vicinity 
at the time. She was wounded in 1.e 
right forearm and was removed to the loral 
lospital, where she is progressing favour- 


ra bly . 
MANY INJURED. 


Scores of people received more or less 
serious injuries. Nicholas Quigley received 
a serious scalp wound from the blow of an 
iron bar and was removed to hospital, 
while a number of others had to receive 
hospital treatment also, but were not de- 


tained. Among the injured were members 
of the Civic Guards, who did their best to 
quell the disturbances, but were powerless 
in face of the big number of people 
engaged in the conflict. Many windows 
were broken by flying. sticks, stones and 
bottles. Guard Capliss and Guard Driscoll 
were assaulted, the belt torn off Sergeant 
Reilly,.and Sergeant Tormey was injured 
by a piece of glass. Superintendent 
Feeney was twice hit by stones thrown by 
some section of the crowd. Extra forces cf 
Guards and members of the Detective 
Branch from Ennis were hurriedly drafted 
into Kilrush immediately after the riotin 

commenced, but even with these additiona 

forces it was not possible to control the 
mobs until their energies showed signs of 
abatement. Shots were fired by some of 
the detectives to disperse the crowd, and 
eventually these tactics had the desired 
effect. 


HOUSES WRECKED. 


During the rioting the houses of Michael 
Butler, senior; Benjamin Butler and A. 
Sullivan were forcibly entered by a section 
of the mob, and windows and furniture 
smashed. Two motor cars, the property of 
Michael Butler, and a motor lorry, the 
property of Benjamin Butler, were also 
wrecked, and an attempt to destroy them 
by fire was prevented by the arrival of the 
Rev. Father Sammon, C.C., and the Rev. 
Father Smith, C.C., who made every 
endeavour to prevent the spread of violence 
and damage. id 

One arrest was subsequently made by 
the Guards—namely, that of Benjamin 
Butler, who was formally charged at .a 
Special Court with attempted murder and 
being found in possession of firearms with 
intent to endanger life. He was remanded 
in custody and removed to Limerick Jail 
on Christmas Day. 

It is reported that there “was some 
further disturbance. in the town on 
Christmas Day, and that five other men 
have been arrested and charged in con- 
nection with the affair. 


OMAGH INCIDENTS. 


Somewhat boisterous conditions pre- 
vailed in Omagh during Christmas Eve 
night and early on Christmas Day, and a 
series of brawls broke out in Castle street 
and Abbey street shortly after midnight. 
Fighting was freely indulged in, and when 
a policeman interfered he was assaulted. 
Eventually additional police arrived, and 
the streets were cleared with a baton 
charge.

RUMOURED SEQUEL TO

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WOMAN AND TWO 
MEN KILLED. 


——— 


AS the result of a motor smash at 
Batley, Yorkshire, early on Christ- 
mas morning a single woman, Ellen 
Pickard (28), of Lower Peel street, Dews- 
bury, was killed instantly, and Bert 
Shackleton (26), of Grange road, Cleck- 
heaton, and Horace Hawksworth (17), of 
West-Gate, Cleckheaton, died later in 
Batley Hospital. | 

Although no one actually saw the acci- 
dent, it is believed that the three victims 
were riding in the cab of a light motor 
lorry which was being driven by Shackle- 
ton from Cleckheaton to Dewsbury. 

In Halifax road, Batley, where there is 
a steep gradient, the lorry crashed into a 
tramway standard at the curve in the 
road. The impact was so terrific that the 
standard spliced the motor bonnet and 
penetrated the cab in which the three 
people were seated. : 

The woman was killed instantly, and 
the two men received injuries and were 
conveyed to Batley Hospital, where 
Shackleton died a few hours later and 
Hawksworth died yesterday morniny. 

The mother of Miss Pickard stated that 
her daughter had 'been keeping company 
with Shackleton for a few months. 
Shackleton and Hawksworth were em- 
ployed by the same firm of butchers at 
Cleckheaton.

Two important organisations are to be 
formed here for the purpose of fighting the 
economic depression, 

The first, which will be called the 
Deutsche Finanzierungs Institut Aktien- 
gesellschaft (German Financing Iustitute 
Company), will have as its aim. the pro- 
motion of industrial credit, and will 
resemble the American Reconstruction 
Corporation in some respects, 


THE CAPITAL, 


The basic capital of the company will be 
30,000,000 marks (£1,500,000 at par), 
consisting of 10,000,000 marks of prefer- 
ence shares, which will be taken over by 
the Gold Discount Bank, the Acceptance 
and Guarantee Bank and the Bank for 
German Industrial Obligations, and 
20,000,000 marks of founders’ shares. 
These shares will be taken up, in the first 
instance, by the German Gold Discount 
Bank. Behind the Gold Discount Bank 
stands a guarantee syndicate, to which the 
big Prussian consortium will belong, and 
the shares would be eventually handed 
over for the gaan: Pyaar of the entire 
German banking world. 

The Institute will take over from banks 
and banking firms the equities and other 
securities of industrial undertakings, on 
condition that the undertakings in ques- 
tion are rationalised. The purchase price 
of these securities will be credited to the 
bank at the Institute, and payment is to 
be deferred until it can be amortised by 
special measures. 


REPAYMENT OF CREDIT. 


time to repay the credit up to 75 per cent. 
in cash at the bank, One bank may hand 
over securities of one and the same com- 
pany only up to the value of 5,000,000 
marks. The bank must guarantee that the 
securities it delivers carry an interest or 
dividend yield of at least 4 per cent., 
reckoned on the total sum of the purchase 
price.

The second institution will be the sinking 
fund for industrial credits, having for its 
object the removal of the effects of the 
economic crisis. Its purpose is to make 
possitle the gradual amortisation of the 
bank debts of industrial undertakings so 
far as that is linked with the rationalisa- 
tion of such undertakings. The fund will 
take over the debts of industrial under- 
takings from banks and banking firms.

“I must first express my appreciation

sisted :— : 

‘“(1)—The question of paramountcy

‘(2)—The Princes’ constitutional sate- 
guards and sine qua nons, as resolved at 
the last meeting of the Chamber, must be 
guaranteed along with their 'Freatv and 
other rights. 

“ (3)—The representation of States in 
hoth Chambers must be of a kind which 
they can legitimately accept without 
weakening their position or interest. 

“ (4)—The economical and financial in- 
terests of the States in the Federation 
should not be of a nature to make it in- 
equitable or burdensome in the sphere of 
Federal finances.” 


GIVE AND TAKE,

1s Archbishop of Dublin made an appeal 
for peace in his sermon st Christ 
Church Cathedral, Dublin, on Christmas 
morning. There was a big attendance ol 
people m the Cathedral, The Right Rey. 
Dean Kennedy, of Christ Church. Cathedral, 
read the lessons, and other officiating clergy- 
men were the Rev. W. W. Dungan, M.A, 
mud the Rev. W. H. Turl, B.D. 

Faking as his text Eph. 2, 14, “He is our 
Peace, who hath made both one,’’ Dr. Gregg, 
ju: the course of his sermon, said that. one of 
the greatest titles given to our Lord was that 
by which St, Paul designated Him in the 
text, ' He is our Peace.” The title was given 
with full deliberation. It was given in the 
same context with such expressions as making 
peace and preaching peace, and it was in- 
tended to convey exactly what it said. It 
was something, indeed, to preach peace; 
something better to make peace, but some- 
thing far greater and more fundamental to be 
peace. 

Continuing, Dr. Gregg said that it was 
because it was so commonly forgotten that 
Christianity was Christ that they had so 
many futile aspirations after Christ's peace— 
a peace which seemed to come so little effec- 
tively rearer their own public affairs. But 
the truth was inexorable. If they wanted the 
peace of God ‘they could not have it without 
the God of peace. f they wanted the peace 
which Christ preached they could ‘only realise 
that peace in and under the rule of Christ 
Himself 

When they neard of the spirit of peace and 
good-will prevailing at Christmastide what 
they had to ask themselves was: Were they 
using words or were they handling facts! 
Was their feeling after peace a kind of fatigue, 
a dreamy sentimentalism, an _ irresponsible

Describing the Cathedral and its surround- 
ings, he ssid that the whole of the space west 
of the south transept, as far as the present 
St. Michael's Hill, was occupied by the Law 
Courts, in which justice was administered 
from the year 1608 to 1796, when the Four 
Courts were removed to their present posi- 
tion on Inn's quay. During the 18th century 
this neighbourhood was one of great import- 
ance. oblemen and os had their 
residences in this crowded and dingy quarter. 
As . Gilbert — tells us:—‘‘ Many | wealthy 
traders, jewellers, gold and silversmiths had 
their shops in this locality; and, being the 
great thoroughfare from. the eastern side of 
the city to the Law Courts, Tholsel, Corn- 
market, Canal and Liberties, it was con- 
stavitly filled, especially during Term time, 
Session and market days, by a throng of 
busy passengers.’ i 

The decay of its prosperity and the conse- 
quent decline in the importance of Christ 
Church began with the removal of the 
Sessions to Green street, the abandonment of 
the old Law Courts, and the opening of the 
new ones on Inn’s quay. Finally, the 
transfer of the Exchange and Cornmarket 
completed the depreciation in the value of 
houses in this neighbourhood, and gave the 
Commissioners: of Wide Streets an oppor- 
tunity of carrying out their plans for open- 
ing up the locality. During these alterations, 
which were finally completed in 1831, the 
entire north side of Skinner’s row was swept 
away, together with the buildings in Christ 
Church-yard, thus opening the Cathedral to 
view from the new wide street named Christ 
Church place. 


THEN CAME NEGLECT, 


In the year 1800 the Act of Union, which 
transferred the Legislature from Colege 
Green to Westminstcr, affected By = opty var 
the importance of Christ Church Cathedral, 
depriving Dublin, as it did, of the presence 
and encouragement afforded by the residence 
of the peers and the members of the Lower 
House. Another blow to the old prestige of 
Christ Church was the opening of the Vice-

MAJOR-GENERAL J. R. 
JOFINSTONE. 


Major-General James Robert Johnstone, 
who died at Worthing, Sussex, on Christmas 
Day, aged 73, took a prominent part in the 
relief of the Pekin Legations during the 
North China expedition. He joined the 
Royal Marine Light Infantry in 1876, and 
took part in the Egyptian campaign of 1882, 
when he was Adjutant of the battalion com- 
manded by Major French, afterwards Lord 
Ypres. Later he did police work at Alex- 
andria under Lord Charles Beresford. 
Eighteen years later he was on H.M,8. 
Centurion in the North China expedition, 
and took a leading part in the storming of 
the Hsiku Arsenal. He was frequently men- 
tioned in British and American despatches, 
and in addition to being made a Commander 
of the Bath and -receiving the China Medal, 
he was awarded the Second Class Cross of 
the Royal Crown Order of Prussia. He re- 
tired in 1920, 


THE OPENING. 

On January 20, 1908, the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin opened the Gallery in Harcourt street, 
‘but the next day an evening paper appeared 
with an alarming report that the finances 
were to be stopped, and a serious crux was 
declared to have arisen owing to the failure 
of a number of City Councillors to 
support a motion for the promotion of a 
bill which would relieve the members of sur- 
charges, and legalise the raising of the neces- 
sary money. It was not until 1911 that an 
Act was passed in the British Parliament 
enabling the Corporation to raise an extra 
id. in the £, and, says the City Manager: 
During all this time the Gallery had been 
maintained by the sub-committee, the cost 
being defrayed from subscriptions and a bank 
overdrait, (The following is a list of the 
subscribers to the Art Gallery during the 
period:—Miss 8, C, Harrison, Alderman 
Cotton, Most Rev. Dr. Walsh, Archbishop of 
Dublin; Mr. C, J. McCarthy, City Architect ;

involved sacrifice. Peace involved the abating 
of claims. In an imperfect world peace in- 
volved a certain amount of writing off of 
debts, a certain amount of readiness to 
meet other people half-way. This was the 
principle of forgiveness, and it was one of the 
great revelations made by Christ of what 
God is. The right that had done no wrong 
humbled itself even. unto death. God’s own 
being was short of its perfect fulness if this 
world did not reflect Him in its own loyal 
obedience. 

‘* Exactly the same thing is true of human 
forgiveness. The reason why my brother and 
I must forgive oue another is that he and I 
are not two, but one. Christ has revealed 
that to us. We cannot do without one 
another. Even if my brother has wronged 
me Í need his fellowship as much as ever. 
If he has wronged me, does he not also need 
his fellowship with mine? And yet just at 
that critical moment we draw apart in anger 
and stand apart in weunded pride.” 

WORLD SITUATION. 

This was exactly where the need came for 
the presence in us of Him who is their peace. 
lf they had learnt the truth of the peace- 
maker then in Him they must be reconciled. 
They could not be one with Him and in dis- 
union with one another, If He had forgiven 
to each of them their ten thousand talents, 
how could they haggle with one another over 
their paltry hundred pence? That truth of 
unity through conciliation, and forgiveness 
through sacrifice was the one that the present 
world situation demanded. *‘ Different social 
classes, different economic interests, different 
individuals, and even different Churches,” me 
said, '' are as you stand face to face withone 
another, not two, but one. All of you need 
one another: you are not self-contained or 
self-sufficient—you are members of a body. 
Mutual antagonisms are not merely conflicts 
with rivals, they are, if you could only see it, 
gelf-destruction. 

‘* Even though you may be in the right, to 
be unconciliatory and unyielding is as 
poisonous a state of mind for yourself as it is 
unhelpful for the situation. This has all been 
taught us in Christ for 1900 years, and yet 
nations and individuals will not learn their 
Jesson from Him. They prefer to learn by 
the painful experience of consequences. 
takes a war to teach us that those who take 
the sword not only kill with the sword, but 
themselves perish by the sword. It takes us 
ten years of estrangement to teach us that 
the vindictive humiliation and impoverish- 
ment of Germany will not give it a new heart 
or pacify the Continent. It takes ten years 
of steepening tariffs and exacted War debts 
to teach the lesson that Europe cannot be 
made a pauper without America feeling the 
pinch as well, 

“ And nearer home, too, we are learning 
by painful daily experience that neighbouring 
nations thrive best on a policy of mutual 
inter-dependence in regard to one another's 
products and mutual understanding rather 
than on a resentful exclusiveness,”’ 

Was it not time, Dr. Gregg asked, that 
they turned back to Christ and placed them- 
selves at, school with Him?  Christ’s prin- 
ciples were as valid for nations as for in- 
dividuals. Christ Himself acknowledged in 
actual fact by a nation could transform that 
nation’s entire outlook. Let everyone cf 
them remember as individuals that they are 
members of Christ the Unifier and the Peace- 
maker, and then the nation itself must reflect 
in its dealings, both within and without, the 
peacemaking of Christ.

Why do we believe that Christ, 
and Christ only, can bring unity and harmony 
to separated men? Because for one thing He 
is the One Universal Man. In Him Eastern 
and Western can find their deepest longing 
satisfied. In Him workman and employer 
can find a common unity, and in Him 
the’ sundered ‘sections of the Church fin 
common denominator for their various beliefs, 
Also we look to Christ because His law is 
the law of love. Since the world began men ' 
have tried various expedients.in seeking 
peace—diplomacy, trade, treaties, but is not 
our root trouble one of spirit and temper? 
The League of Nations can do much by 
arbitration to bring about international 
Governments can do much towards 
social peace by removing glaring’ injustices, 
Christian people can do much by conference 
and congress to obtain unity of the Church, 
but above all and beyond all what is wanted 
is a change of spirit, : '

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Regal Chapel in Dublin 
which the Vice-Regal Court ceased to attend 
Service in Christ Church Cathedral, except 
on rare occasions. Loss of: endowments in 
the reign of William IV. also adversely 
affected the Cathedral, said the Dean, 
who mentioned the fact that for some time 
Christ Church. was neglected, to the advantage 
of St. Patrick's Cathedral, when the two 
deaneries were united. 

In 1864, before the passing of the Irish 
Church Act, Christ Church Cathedral had 
fallen into a deplorable state. of disrepair, 
‘‘and many thought it would become a ruin.’’ 
Mr. Henry Roe, of Mount Anville Park, 
Dundrum, Co. Dublin, in 1871, offered to 
restore the Cathedral, and later offered, also 
at his own expense, entirely: to erect the 
Synod Hall. 

Soon after the restoration of the cathedral 
was begun by Mr. Roe it was decided to 
separate the Deanery of Christ Church from 
that of St. Patrick’s, and that the deaneries 
should not be held again by the same per- 
son. In addition to undertaking the com- 
lete restoration of the Cathedral and the 
uilding of the Synod Hall, Mr. Roe made 
provision for the maintenance of choral wor- 
ship in the Cathedral by giving a sum of 
000 as an endowment for this purpose, 
to be added to a sum of over £30,000 which 
remained in the hands of the Representative 
Church Body from the commuted annuities 
of: the Vicars, choirmen: and organist of the 
Cathedral. A permanent sum was thus pro- 
vided from these two sources amounting to 
more than £50,000, the interest on which had 
ever since been available, after paying the 
armuities charged upon it, for the sustenta- 
tion of the choir staff. | 


RESTORATION, 


The new Synod Hall was opened on April 
6th, 1875. Three years later the restora- 
tion of the fabric of the cathedral 
was completed, and it was reopened 
for . Divine worship on May 1st, 
1878, by the Most Rev. Richard Chenevix 
Trench, Archbishop of Dublin. The work 
of restoration had occupied seven years, and 
the perfection of the execution of this 
work was a subject for heartfelt thanks. 

The Dean went,on to say that it might be 
worth while to quote an appreciation of the 
happy conditions of this resturation from the 
pen of an independent reviewer, as being the 
impartial testimony of a candid and com- 
petent critic, who wrote thus in the 
Saturday Jteview of May 18th, 1878 :—‘‘ The 
church, of which tre restoration has been 
rendered possible by the princely munificence 
of Mr. Roe, is now one ot the most beautiful 
in Ireland, and we might safely add in the 
United Kingdom. Not a stone has been re- 
moved which was worth keeping, and every 
fragment of this ancient building has been 
preserved. We know of no modern restora- 
tion which is more legitimate or more in- 
teresting. It is the recovery of a great 
historical monument, very marked in its 
architectural character, and telling its own 
plain story of the conditions under which it 
was raised by the Anglo-Norman conquerors 
in ‘the latter years of the twelfth and the 
early. part of the thirteenth centuries. No 
cost has been spared to: make the renewed 
church worthy of its position. . . andthe 
arrangement of its several parts is so perfect 
that it will be safe to point to Christ Church 
as a more satisfactory model in this respect 
than even Llandaff. 

‘“It is quite certain that St. Patrick's, like 
Christ Church, was of English design, and 
was probably raised in great part by English 
workmen, But it has not the special interest 
of the earlier Cathedral. The design is fai 
more ordinary. There is no trace of what we 
may call the ‘Glastonbury’ school, and no 
part of the church has the extreme beauty of 
the nave of Christ Church. The manner in 
which the various divisions—arcade, triforium 
and clerestory—are there {i.e., in Christ 
Church made to combine into a whole of per- 
fect grace affords one of the most instructive 
and striking examples in the whole range of 
thirteenth century Gothic.”

In 1907 the Public Libraries Committee, 
which had .been appointed. to take 
charge of the matter, recommended that

Tt is related that Alderman Tom Kelly 
had often “ to go round with the hat '' to 
raise the money for the Gallery attendants’ 
salaries. The “ ghost,” it is said, on several 
occasions refused to walk, but the attendants 
clung on, inspired by hope and good-will, 
until the Corporation took over the Gallery 
with sole. control in April, 19135, when 
the accrued debts were discharged, and the 
future management.of the Gallery placed in 
the hands of thePublic Librares Committee, 
and Mr. John J. Reynolds was appointed 
Ourator, responsible to the Corporation. 
The later history of the Gallery is also one 
of troublous times. Sir Hugh Lane and 
other friends of the Gallery ee the pro- 
vision of a permanent home for the very 
fine collection of pictures housed in Harcourt 
street. The failure to make this proper pro- 
vision caused Sir Hugh Lane to remove 
many of his gifts of pictures on 19th August, 
1913, and in January, 1914, public subscrip- 
tions in support of the project; to the amount 
of over £11,000, were returned to the donors.

Then there will be a Joint) Select Com- 
mittee leading up to the introduction of the 
historic bill to give a new Parliamentary 
system to India, representing three-quarters 
of the population of the British Empire.

SIX CHILDREN 
BURNED. 


FAMILY TRAPPED 
IN FIRE; 
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burned to death in their bedroom and 

their mother and father and another 
child injured in a fire at Birmingham early 
on Christmas Eve. 

The fire occurred in a house in Price street 
occupied bY Luke Weir (38), a crippled and 
unemployed ex-Service man, and his wife and 
family. 

The dead children were Luke (15), John 
(12), Rose (8), Terry (7), Theresa (5), and 
Francis (4). 

The mother, Maud Weir, and the father, 
who sprang from the bedroom window to 
give the alarm, are both in hospital with 
injuries, together with their four months old 
daughter, Joan, who was im her mother’s 
arms when she jumped from the blazing 
room. 

All the occupants of the house were sleep- 
ing, when the father awoke to find flames 
leaping up the front of the house. He 
aroused his wife and rushed to the window. 
He jumped 1- feet to the ground, and ran 
until he met a policeman, who summoned the 


fire brigade. " 
JUMP FROM WINDOW. 


The mother, with her baby in her arms, 
also jumped from the burning room to the 
pavement. ‘hey are now both suffering from 
severe burns and shock. ; " 

‘The house was blazing like an inferno, 
a fire brigade official told a reporter. ~ We 
received the call shortly after 5.30 a.m,, and 
when we arrived the house was burning 
fiercely, and it was absolutely impossible to 
save the childrén. Attempts were made to 
reach the bedroom, but each time we were 
beaten back by the flames. 

“ Acting Officer Field and firer -1 Bourne 
and Price received cats and burns, ‘the 
father of the children and a policeman were 
also hurt in their rescue attempts. it was 
at first feared that seven children were 
dead, but we later found that Mary Weir 
(10) had spent the ni ht with friends 1”

out and its contents destroyed.” 

All the panes of glass were broken and the 
frames, the wooden spiral staircase, and the 
wood-lined walls were burned to charcoal as

The fire brigade were on the scene in a 
few seconds, but even then flames had 
formed a wall across the entry. Through this 
the firemen had to carry a hose before they 
could get at the fire. - All that could be done 
was to extiniguish the flames and remove: the 
people from adjoining houses. 

Out of the family of eleven only five 
escaped These were the father and mother, 
Mary, Maud (18), who was in a hostel, and 
the baby, Joan.

MR. W. SWANSTON, F.G:S. 

The death of Mr. William Swanston, F.G.S., 
took place on Christmas Eve at his residence, 
Farm Hill, Dunmurry, Co. Antrim, in his 
92nd year. Mr. Swanston became identified 
with the linen trade in his early years, and 
established the firm of Messrs. Swanston and 
Bones, Queen st., Belfast, and Mountcollyer 
Factory, where for a time an extensive collar 
manufacturing business was conducted. He 
was a keen antiquarian, and to him the Bel- 
fast Natural History and Philosophical So- 
ciety owes much of its success. In 1870 he 
contributed his first paper at a meeting oí 
that organisation, of which he became a vice- 
president in 1886. Other papers from his pen 
followed, and among them were his geological 
memoirs, especially upon Fossil Graptolites— 
papers as important as they have been well 
known. | " 

When the Ulster Fisheries and moles 
Association was founded in 1903, and held 
its meetings in the Museum, College Square, 
North, where the Belfast Natural History and 
Fhilosophical Society had been assembling, 
Mr. Swanston was appointed, with Mr, John 
Brown, F.R.S., to represent the latter body 
on its Council. 

A number of ethnographic objects were 
given to the Society by Mr. Swanston, includ- 
ing clothing, personal ornaments, weapons, 
implements and domestic articles, many from 
South Africa.

THE POPE AND ENGLAND. 


Cardinal Ambrogio Domiene Achille Ratti, 
Archbishop of Milan, was elected Pope on 
February €, 1922, and has brought many rare 
qualities to the chair of St. Peter as Pope 
Pius XI. Unth:ke his predecessors, he is not 
of aristocratic descent, but comes from a family 
of weavers, and it was expected that he would 
concern himself with religion and avoid 
politics. . But it is through his shrewdness 
and statesmanship that for the first time 
since 1870 the Italian State recognised in 
February, 1929, the microscopic state of 110 
acres as an independent state. 
In 1923 Pope Pius XI. showed a great 
deal of interest in a movement to unite the 
Church of England with the Catholic 
Church. He has always had a great affec- 
tion for England, which he visited in 1900 
and 1905. . He likes to recall that he is the 
first Pope to have visited it since Pius II. 
went there in the 15th century. 
The Pope is a strongly built, vigorous man, 
and was fond of mountaineering before he 
went to reside in his Papal State. He is a 
good scholar, an excellent linguist, speaking 
twenty-seven languages, and he has written a 
number of books 

His full title is:—Bishop of Rome and 
Vicar of Christ, Successor of St. Peter, 
and Prince of the Apostles, Supreme Pontiff 
of the Universal Church, Patriarch of the 
West, Primate of Italy, Archbishop and 
Metropolitan of the Roman _ Province, 
sovereign of the Temporal Dominions of the 
Holy Roman Church and Sovereign of Vati- 
can City. 
The last title was added after the Lateran 
Accords.

THE POPE’S DECISION 
TO BROADCAST. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
ROM iE. Mon day. 

British shipping lines will. benefit by the 
Holy Year proclaimed by the Pope on 
Christmas Eve, as it is expected that, two or 
three hundred thousand pilgrims will come to 
Rome, many of them from America. 

The decision to proclaim a Holy Year to 
celebrate the nineteenth centenary of the 
death of Christ was reached only three days 
before the announcement. Previously, it 1s 
understood, His Holiness had decided not to 
celebrate the occasion because of the uncer- 
tainty over the exact date of Christ's death. 

Father Guianfranceschi, Director’ of the 
Vatican wireless station, asked His Holiness 
on December 18 whether his Christmas 
message could be broadcast. The Pope re- 
plied '' No,” but on December 22 he sum- 
moned Father Gianefranceschi, and told him 
that while saying Mass the day before the 
inspiration came to him to proclaim a Holy 
Year. Therefore, he said, his speech must 
be broadcast to give the announcement the 
greatest publicity, 

No details of the arrangements for Holv 
Year will he known until publication of the 
bill early in January, but it is believed that 
the most interesting feature of previous 
years may be omitted. This is the cere- 
monial opening of the holy doors of the four 
Roman basilicas, which have been walled up 
since the previous occasion. 

The Pope knocks with an ivory hammer on 
the holy door of St. Peter's, demanding 
admission. Then the masonry is broken 
down and the door opened, and the Pope 
leads inside a procession of Cardinals and 


prelates.
